Applicant filed a Continuation Application in the USPTO for this case on January 
7, 2003, paying the basic Filing Fee, and noting that the International Bureau had 
communicated the text of the application. Applicant's attorney telephoned the USPTO 
and learned that the application had received US Serial Number 10/338,282, and a Notice 
to File Missing Parts would be forthcoming.
